‘‘We are going to carry the w ar 
into the enem y’s country, into J a ­ 
pan.” he asserted. "W e are not 
going to be content to put up an 
um brella and sit underneath for 
the enem y to come to attack us.” 
T he arrival in increasing num ­ 
bers of the latest m odels of A m eri­ 
can and B ritish w arplanes was an­ 
nounced by Peirse, who gave this 
estim ate of the a ir situation:

Income Levy Penalty 


The last of the 1941 Income tax 
returns of E ast Liverpool district 
taxpayers were being filed today* 
a t the Internal revenue office in 
the basem ent of the postoffice. 1 
R eturns which are not filed be­ 
fore midnight tonight will be sub­ 
ject to a penalty. The local office 
will remain open tonight until 9, 
or later-lf necessary, to accommo­ 
date lith hour taxpayer*. 
Many Reported Sunday 
Scores of local persons took ad­ 
vantage of the office hours for the 
income tax headquarters for Sun­ 
day, but many of these person* 
were forced to return today to 
purchase money orders for their 
first Installment of taxes as money 
order* could not be purchased Sun­ 
day. 
John Grafton, local income tax 
collector, 
today 
estim ated 
that 
more than 5,000 returns probably 
were filed at the E ast Liverpool 
office this year. He was unable 
to give any estim ate as to the 
amount of taxes included In these 
reports as total figures are count­ 
ed only a t the district internal 
revenue headquarters In Cleveland 
and other larger cities 
Altogether, about 22.000,000 in 
dividual* and thousands of corpor­ 
ation* have to m eet the deadline. 
Probably 
$1,000,000,000 
or 
more 
will be taken at revenue window* 
or mailed to collectors during the 
day. 
And when the month’* collec­ 
tion* of income and excess profits 
taxes are all counted, they are 
expected to total $2,750,000,000— 
which is more than twice as much 
as ever was collected before in 
any month. 
MacArthur ‘Exempted’

through a law postponing returns for 
Gen. MacArthur and hi* men, and 
all other persons abroad with the 
armed forces or on official duties,

There is all 
the difference In the world be­ 
tween being assisted by his offi­ 
cial family and being assisted by 
ghost writers. 
The style of the President’« re­ 
cent sp eeches has been the style of 
men brought In from the outside 
who k now only by hearsay, not by 
Ihoir own acts, w hat the govern 
ment Is doing. Ft does not require 
training as a literary critic for the 
p eop le to fwd this and to be p ut 
off by it. 
The v ic e of the new p ublicity 
ex p ert and ghost-writer system 
In p ublic life is that it p roceed« to 
create a anythetic p ublic man In 
front of the actual p ublic man. 
And « ince the p ublic Is increaetng- 
ly aw are of this system and of how 
it op erates, the system destroys 
the bonds of confldenct between 
leaders and the p eop le. 
A p ublic man can and needs to 
be sup p lied with m aterial aild ad 
vice and criticism in p rep aring an 
Im p ortant address. But no one can 
write an authentic sp eech for an­ 
other m an; it Is as imp ossible as 
writing his love letters for him or 
saying his p rayers for him. 
When he sp eak s to the p eop le, he 
and not someone else m ust sp eak . 
For It Is much more im p ortant that 
he could he genuine, and It is In­ 
finitely more p ersuasive, than that 
he be right, clever, ingenious, en­ 
tertaining, eloquent or even gram ­ 
matical. It Is, moreover, a delusion, 
fostered Into an Inferiority comp lex 
among ex ecutives by p rofessional 
writers, that in an age of suecial- 
isfs some are called to act and 
some are called to find the right 
words for men of action to use. The 
truth is that anyone who k nows 
w hat he is doing can say what he 
is doing, and anyone who k nows 
w hat he think s can say w hat he 
think s. 
The current p ublicity system falls 
also because the p ublic relatione 
ex p ert« Inevitably give their clients 
bad advice about p ublic relations. 
Believing that words can sell Idee.« , 
being themselves sep arated from 
the business of action, they usually 
miss the essential p oint about ef­ 
fective p ublic utterance. It Is that 
in p ublic affairs word« are effec­ 
tive only as they are p art of an 
action. 
Thus, for ex amp le, the Presi­ 
dent’s sp eech of last May would 
have been a highly effective sp eech 
if. when he concluded by declaring 
an unlimited national emergency, 
he had then p ut into effect the 
measure of an unlim ited em er­ 
gency. 
But because he vised the moment­ 
ous words, and then no momentous 
action followed, he has very badly 
advised to use the big words. For 
the after-offeict was that the big 
ex citing words were a mere liter­ 
ary fancy, the rhetoric of ghost 
wrltei's, and the sp eech went flat 
lik e a p rick ed balloon. 
This critical 
p oint—that in a 
p ublic man words m ust not be 
words but must bo married to his 
acts—might well be considered by 
Mr. IKmald Nelson. His sp eeches 
are good in their sp irit and their 
p urp ose. But I venture to suggest 
that Mr. Nelson will be far more 
effective If he does not divorce his 
sp eeches from his acts. 
The effective time for him to 
sp eak is when he is acting, so that 
whenever he says something the 
p ublic will k now that something 
is going to hap p en.

and 14 pounds of sugar to a creamy 
froth,

broke and tossed in a steady suc­ 
cession of eggs, one by one, to a 
count of three dozen. 
Uncle Sam was to serva ham­ 
burgers and 
spice cake, among 
other things, to his men for sup­ 
per that night on Governor# Is­ 
land, and the cooks—student# in

school for bakers and cooks, who 
prepare all meals under the su­ 
pervision of Instructors — were 
working up the menu in batches 
to feed 200 men at a time.

There’s 
no little-bit-of-thls and little-dash- 
of-that, so characteristic of many 
housewives’ cooking. 
Army cooks are taught to do 
their Job strictly by the book, with 
no nonchalant deferring to mem­ 
ory or instinct for proportion* or 
flavoring. Moreover, there’* a lot 
more to It than merely learning to 
follow recipes. Before he’s turned 
loose to preside on his own over 
a mess kitchen, the soldier cook is 
put through a course that might 
well appal the little woman In the 
home. 
Enlisted men aud selectees wish­ 
ing to spend their army careers 
over the mess cookstove may ap­ 


ply for admission lo the schools, 
but those in charge are definitely 
choosey about whom they accept. 
F irst an applicant m ust pass an 
entrance examination in arithm e­ 
tic before he’s allowed to set foot 
in the classroom, answering cor­ 
rectly such q u estio n as: “If one 
pound of beef costs .08 cents, w hat 
will IO ounces cost?” and "Add 
.01—.10—1.00—20.00 and 25, and 
divide the result by 16.”

All this, before ho can receive 
the diploma th at gives him a free 
hand at the cook-stove. 
Before the national emergency, 
it took four m onths to turn an 
enlisted m an into a cook, combin­ 
ing classroom w ork w ith practical 
kitchen experience under an in­ 
structor. Now th e course has been 
cut to two months. 


According to M aster Sergeant 
Thomas L. Del Vecchlo, Senior 
Instructor a t the Governors Island 
school, who has been teaching stu­ 
dent arm y cooks for over 25 years, 
75 percent of the men who elect 
Uncle Sam’s cookery courses never 
had any previous experience w hat­ 
ever in this line. 
Like the leg­ 
endary bride, they scarcely know 
how to boil w ater without burn­ 
ing it.

Peek Into Fascinating 
Life In Wild Florida

"C R O SS C R E E K ," by Marjorie Kin- 
nan Rawlings.

OST early autobiographies are 
Uke moat fruits picked too 
early, but there ere fortunate ex­ 
ceptions such as Marjorie Kinnan 
Rawlings’ "Cross C reek”. To be 
sure, Mrs. Rawlings does not call 
"Cross Creek" an autobiography, 
but rather a book about the place 
she lives. Yet It Is a book quite as 
much about herself. 
And it la a delight as well. 
Cross Creek la the settlem ent in 
Florida where Mr*. Rawlings and 
a handful of other*, white and 
black, live and make a living. It 
is not a popular spot; indeed, peo­ 
ple from the district speak of it 
as pretty desolate. 
Cross Creek is, by chance, the 
one place Mrs. Rawlings want# to 
live, and it satisfies equally the 
few neighbors she has. It is there­ 
fore quite as fascinating a place 
as 
any 
European 
capital—more 
fascinating than some. 
Mr. 
Rawlings 
has 
an 
orange 
grove. She had a Scotty, too, but 
the Scotty detested country life 
and had to be eent back to happi­ 
ness in the city. She brought also 
a city cat. aud the cat took to the 
neighborhood Just as did her mis­ 
tress. 
She has 
I -tora 
th# cow. 
rows of guava bustle*, a magnolia 
tree that is a source of spiritual 
sustenance, many other things— 
and neighbors. 
Strangely. Mrs. Raw lings writes 
about herself and the neighbors 
equally without reserve. She has 
fought some of the neighbors, and 
says so. Often she was wrong, and 
she admits th at a* well. Yet the 
fact that those who have stayed 
by Cross Creek must have some­ 
thing in common to appreciate it 
has led to a rem arkable fraterni­ 
ty. on the whole, and this Is some­ 
thing shared by Negroes as well 
ae whites. 
As e m elter of fact. Mrs. Raw 
lings’ best character, leaving her­ 
self out of it. is Aunt 
Martha 
Mickens—not one of the sweet old 
fictional Negroes, hut a woman of 
fibre and sand and understanding 


who can be called (and ie) an aris­ 
tocrat. 
A book such as Cross Creek 
m ust make you believe, while you 
read, th at it describee the beet 
possible life and a desirable Ii fe­ 
ar It is a failure. I think it would 
be a very Insensitive reader who 
could resist this one aa long aa 
it lasts. Perhaps later the suspi­ 
cion that Cross Creek is not for 
everyone may arise, but this Is 
unim portant. There is no room for 
outsider* anyway.

“Prohibition of cuffs begins May 30 for ‘tailors-to-trade or 
merchant tailors* and for all others on March 30. Merchants 
are to save cuttings and sell them for re-working.** 
In the event a customer insists on cuffs being finished on his trousers 
after March 30 deadline, it will bo necessary for the merchants to ad­ 
vise him that it is prohibited under the governmental wartime restric­ 
tion.
